perience In handling different classes 
or livestock gave as their reasons 
for raising better live stock, the fact 
that it pays. 
Kd. Imboden developed 


the fact that the use o! good pure 
bred bulls in the western regions Is 
responsible for tfca great Improve- 
ment -for tha las: forty years, in the 
feeders stock comine from the great 
grass country. 


THE ON'LY METHOD. 


Transportation, labor, and 
other 


costs of production have increased 
and these western cattle men conse- 
quently have followed the only prac- 
ti able- method that was, feasible to 
make proHts possible, namely, the 
production of the kind of feeders 
lhat will brinK the highest price, 


That kind of animal is the kind 


that develops the valuable cuts of 
baef or pori: to the greatest extent 
which are the Join and hind-ciuar- 
ters. 


. 
""HY NOT GOOD ' FOR .4LL? 


: The question naturally --arises if 
thos. people who have had »ome ex- 
periences in raising pure breds for 
feeders telieve that it pays and give 
that as their reason for raising pure 
breds to feed, why win it not pay all 
farmers to follow the same practice? 
To set the benefit of pure bred blood 
It is not necessary to have every 
animal resistered, but It is highly 
desirable thai: the sire of all the 
stufjf to ,bs used foi- feeding should 
rot only be pure bred but should be 
a pure bred animal of good indi- 
viduality, it is not enough to have j 
the papers for an. animal; Careful 
consideration, must be given to se- 
lecting tho individual. - 


OXE EXAMPLE.., 


As in example of what a pure bred 


sirs will do, Professor C. S. Rhode of 
the University of Illinois gave the 
resu.Cs of an experiment carried on 
at the Iowa experiment station. The 
scrubbiest cowjs possible were' se- 
eured from Arkansas. 
These cows 


produced on an average of about 3,- 
300 pounds o-f milk a year. 


The first heifer calf Jrora such a 


cou- Gired by a pure bred fcull from 
a good line of producers, produces 
in her first lactation period nearly 
T.OflO pounds of 'milk. The first heif- 
tf 
calf from this first cross again 


•ired by R well bred sire produce! 
13,000 t>ourras of rank. All this in- 
crease is due to the influence of the 
sire. 


GOOD SIBE HALF THE HEKD. 
It Is easy to meaiure such an im- 


provement in dairy cattle. Tha same 
result may be 
obtained, 
hawever, 


with boss .sheep, and beef cattle 
whkrh, are not in the form that they 
«an be- so easily recorded. 
Sruor-- a 


sire Is certainly worth considerably 
more than an ordinary scrub indi- 
vidual, no better thai' an average 
.•un o-f stock. It is a common maxim 
among constructive 'Hve stock bread-. 
er» fhat "a good «jre is Ijalf the 
herd, a poor one more than half. Try 
to be content with iialf."

The state road floes not 
pass through' Tuscola over a city 
street. Indeed, it actually misses the 
city, although, passing within 
the 


corporation limits. The road paral- 
lels the Illinois Central right of way 
on the west. Most of the city lies 
east of the Illinois Central railroad, 
although 
the 
corporation 
extends 


some Distance to the west o£ it. 


HpUSES DISAPPEAR. 


That'part'of the city to the west 


of the Illinois Central was platted 
years ago and at one time there were 
a number of houses on th,at side. 
These houses- have since disappeared 
and it has generally been forgotten 
that any territory west is in the city. 
Therefore Tuscola faces the prospect 
of being called upon to pave a por- 
tion of the state road which is act- 
ually in the country but Is legally In 
the city. 
• 


It is advised by attorneys that the 


strip west of the Illinois Central be 
amputated from the city and made 
rural territory. This Is said to be the 
easier course to pursue and there Is 
no probability that the city will ever 
grow to the west of the railroad. The
